An additional chapter in the history 
of tbe world %vas recently published in 
New York and London by the Freder­ 
ick A. ^tolres company. It consists of 
the correspondence between William L 
and Bismarck and other letters fromi 
and to I^rince Bismarck,'which have 
been translated from the German by 
J. A. Ford, says the New York Times. 


These letters, it is stated, are pub­ 
lished by the late Prince Bismarck’s 
express desire, as he considered they 
would show' better than can be done in 
any other way “the unique relationship 
which existed between him and bis au­ 
gust master.” The prince also desired 
that certain of his personal political 
letters, exchanged with bis contempo­ 
raries, should be made public, as they 
w'ci-e to serve to authenticate and sup­ 
plement his biography. 
The prince 
himself selected these letters, wbicii 
were found after his death carefully 
arranged in portfolios. 


The* capture of the City of Mexico by 
the French troops in 18(*3 did not ap­ 
parently impress either William or Bis­ 
marck very forcibly, to Judge from the 
mai^^al notes they made on receipt of 
the news. Bismarck on July 12, 1869, 
w’rote as followis: 


Tour Majeaty—I-have the honor most 
respectfully to submit a communication J 
have Just received from Rouher respect­ 
ing the taking o£ Mexico and a report 
from Rothschild. 
V. BISMARCK. 


Remark in the king’s handwriting: 
H e is fortunate! 
That William I. had a firm hold of 
the helm of state may be Judged from 
a letter which he sent to Bismarck Jan. 
27,1863, reading:

“The trouble iu Macedonia began 
alxr.it two years ago, when the Bul­ 
garian 
revolution try committee qt 
Soiia was organized 
Its object was 
to expel the Greeks from Macedonia. 
To*carry on the conflict they obtained 
from wealthy Greeks, by force and 
blackmail, revolutionary funds. 
To 
quote from a pamphlet issued last May 
by the Society of Hellenism of Athens, 
‘From December, 1901. to the end of 
1902 the Bulgarian committee assas­ 
sinated about 600 Greek merchants and 
other wealthy Greeks of Macedonia, 
and from others by threat and black­ 
mail they raised from £50 to £1,000 
($250 to $5,000) each/ 


“By the latest statistics which ttie 
Greek government sent to the pow ers 
about the racial population 
Mace-* 
donla, as reported in the Nea Heniera 
of Triest, Austria, on Aug. 20, the 
total population Iu the vilayet of Mon- 
astir, which consists of the districts 
of Ivoriswi, Dibra, Seres apd Elbasan, 
is 859,109, of whom there are 309.782 
Greeks, 174,011 Bulgarians, 14,000 Ser­ 
vians, 
12,000 
Roumanians. 
344.7GC 
Mussulmans and 4,950 Jews. 
# “The vilayet of Salonika, wliltli con­ 
sists of the districts of Serra and 
Drame. has a population of 1.040.220, 
of which number there are 348.050 
Greeks. 205,88« Bulgarians. 225.514 
Mussulmans and 00,770 of other na­ 
tionalities, of which number there are 
51,000 Jews. # Thus it is seen that al­ 
though the Bulgarians lay claim: to 
Macedonia they are decidedly in the 
minority. 


“According to the statistics of the 
Bulgarian exarchate Itself, there are 
55,633 Greek pupils attending the 
schools in Macedonia and 19,314 Bul­ 
garians. According to the statistics of 
the Turkish government, fifty-three 
Greeks to one Bulgarian pay taxes. 


“The Greek population Is not only 
the largest, but the most progressive. 
The British consul In Salonika, writ­ 
ing to his government, said: ‘Generally 
the Greek -population In Macedonia Is 
higher In numbers and education than 
the Bulgarians. They also surpass the 
Bulgarians In business and commerce. 
The Greeks, however, are quiet and 
avoid trouble, hoping that they will 
get benefit by peace, while the Bul­ 
garians are always ready to commit 
any crime for their own benefit 
“Of the Bulgarians fighting in Mace­ 
donia today not one has been born in 
Macedonia. 
They all make Inroads 
fropi over the frontier. 
The people 
generally are peacefully inclined and 
prefer to remain under the Turkisli 
protection rather than under the crim­ 
inal rule of tlio Bulgarians. 


“ ‘Of course liehlnd Bulgaria is Rus­ 
sia. who wants to grab everything,* t* 
quote from an article written by Princv 
Mestsersky in the Graschdaum of S t 
Petersburg. ‘If there Were not Rua> 
sian consuls in Macedonia there never 
would have happened these pitiful 
things. I am very sure that tbe rev»* 
lutionary movement would never have 
risen so strong in the absence of Rtia 
sian consuls. We must not forget tlia» 
Macedonia, Albania and Bulgaria ar» 
using every means to force Russia ti 
go to arms Against Turkey. I am ask* 
ing‘ oar government, when*things are 
In this condition, what Is the use for 
us to have consuls in Macedonia. If I 
had the power , iu the government 1 
would recall all our consuls from 
there.’ 


“When the actual revolution began 
about a month ago In Krushevq, ac­ 
cording to the Acropolis of Athens and 
other Greek newspapers, 400 Greeks 
were slain and the city was ruined. 
‘According to the same paper, about 
thirty Greek villages were destroyed 
In the vilayet of Monastir. During the 
conflict of course some of these vil­ 
lages were destroyed by the Turks, 
who found it necessary to bombard 
them in order to drive out the Bul­ 
garian revolutionists yrbo were defend­ 
ing themselves there. 


According to the papers published 
Pbilippopolis, none of the Greek 
in 
merchants there can easily escape the 
blackmail of the Bulgarians wbo are 
practicing the 'money or your life* 
game.

“We find, then, that tbe Bulgarians 
have no right to Macedonia by either 
numbers or commercial interest. The 
real wealth of the country Is with the 
Greeks.”

They have mounted that famous war- 
rior, William Tecumseh Sherman, on 
'What seems to be a headless horse and 
hoisted him aw ay up In front of the 
treasury department on one of the pub­ 
lic squares. 
This headless horse im­ 
pression is gained by those who ride on 
The street cars, and it is from the cars 
that ninety-nine out of every hundred 
will view the statue. As the cars go 
down Fifteenth street the statue comes 
in view, and there is Sherman, bare- 
beaded antf seated on a horse without 
a head. You stare and stare at the 
phenomenon, and as the cars swing 
into Pennsylvania avenue you get a 
faint impression of t^ie head of tho 
horse, but it immediately disappears, 
hidden by tbe trees, and you go on 
wondering whether it was intended to 
represent the old warrior in the thick 
of battle mounted on.a steed which 
has Just had its head carried away by 
a cannon ball. 
But the horse is not 
headless. The artist, in an endeavor 
to give a pose to the equine part Vf- 
the statue which should be different 
from others in this city, has curved 
the neck around to the right, so that 
the body only is outlined against the 
sky and the head of the animal Is not 
visible, 'it is the most sightly statue 
in the city and the most improperly 
located. 
Owing to the disagreeable 
effect produced, some effort may be 
made to remove it to a more appro­ 
priate location.

The old mechanic has been waiting 
several years for his Job and found 
that his name had been slipped down 
the list on the ground that other men 
who applied had served “at the front" 
and he had not He demanded a deci­ 
sion at tbe war department on his case, 
and he got it and will now get his job. 


Tunnel Under the Capitol. 


The District government recently 
granted tbe formal permit to the Phil­ 
adelphia, Washington and Baltimore 
railroad, as the Pennsylvania road is 
known here, to construct the twin tun­ 
nel under the United States capitol 
building and the adjacent blocks and 
streets. 


The permit was held up for several 
weeks because of a difference between 
Major Biddle, the engineer commis­ 
sioner, and the railroad engineers in 
regard to the motive power to be used 
to propel cars iii the tunnel. 
Major 
Biddle insisted that electricity should 
be used, and the railroad men wanted 
to be allowed to use steam. ' 


Electricity was finally agreed on. 
The tunnel will be 3,000 feet long, 
beginning at the intersection of Massa­ 
chusetts avenue and First street, north­ 
east going under Capitol hiil to New 
Jersey avenue and D street, southeast. 
The total cost of the work will be ap­ 
proximately $800,000.

As” to the history of coffee, the 
legend runs that it was first found 
growing wild in Arabia. Hadji Omar, 
t dervish,, discovered it in 1^5. Gi7 
years ago. lie was dying of hunger 
in .the wilderness, when, finding some 
small, round berries, he tried to eat 
thorn, but they were bitter. He tried 
ronsting them and these he finally 
steeped in some water held in the hol­ 
low of his hand, and found the de­ 
coction as refreshing an if lie had 
partaken of solid food. He hurried 
back to Mocha, from which he had 
ix‘(‘u banished, and, inviting the wise 
men to partake of liis discoverly, they 
were so well pleased with it that they 
made him a saint. 


The story is told that coffee was 
introduced into the West Indies in 
1723, by Chii *ac, a French physician, 
who gave a Norman gentleman by the 
name of De Vlieux, a captain of in­ 
fantry on hi£ way to Martinique, a 
snble plant. 
The sea voyage was a 
stormy one, the vessel was driven out 
of her course and drinking water be­ 
came so scarce that itw as distributed 
in rations. De Clieux. with an aiTee- 
iii.n for his coffee plant, divided his 
portion of the water with it. and suc­ 
ceeded in bringing it to Martinique.j 
although weak, not in a hopeless con­ 
dition. 
There he planted it in his | 
garden,, protected it with a fence-of j 
thorns and watched it daily until the { 
end of the year, when lie gathe red j 
two pounds of coffee, which he dis- j 
tributed among the inhabitants of the 
island to he planted by them. From 
Martinique coffee trees wer in turn 
sent to Santo Domingo, Guadaloupe 
and other neighboring islands. 


The e6ffee tree is an evergree shrub 
growing in its natural state to a 
height of fourteen to eighteen feet. 
Jt is usually kept trimmed, however, 
for convenience in picking the ber­ 
ries, which grow along the branches 
close to the leaves and resemble in 
shape and color ordinary • cherries. 
The tree can not be grown above the 
frost line, neither cab it fc" •••>*?• ?ss- 
fully grown in the tropics. The most 
successful climate for the production 
of coffee is that found at an altitued 
of about 4,000 feet. Anything much 
above this is in danger of frost,which 
is fatal to the tree; and, when coffee 
is grown much below this it requires 
artificial shade, which materially in­ 
creases the cost of production and 
does not produce as marketable ber­ 
ries. It is owing to this partcular re- 
qurement that coffee has never been 
successfully produced in the United 
States.

New York and Boston, in parlor, din- 
lgdif;aud sleeping cars, will be in opera- 
tKDnniiwithln two years. This is the oon- 
prediction of James F. Shaw/ 
p^HÌdent of the Boston and Worcester 
Elèctric railway, says the New York 
âëciild. 


'TfSacks on land owned by a railway 
eerppration are now being built from 
Worcester to Hartford, a distance of 
slx ^ miles. From Hartford this line 
continued to New Haven, forty 
miles farther. From City Hall square, 
ilif>New York, a four track line is to 
^ó',to Port Chester. The line between 
Poi^ Chester and New Haven will com­ 
plete tiie system that will give Boston 
thipugb service to Gotham. 
: With the completion of this line it Is 
stated that residents of NdW York and 
Boston'will Ij»e able to take the trip 
between the two cities in onl^ twice 
the i^nning time of the present steam 
raiii^ads at half the expense and in 
m o^rn sleeping and parlor cai’s. 


Finishing touches have already been 
put by a lîoston syndicate on the first 
two* frolley sleepers ever built, which 
are to make their fijst trips during the 
present month between Indianapolis; 
Indi, and Columbus, O. 
Twenty-four 
more of these cars are in process of 
construction. 


Over the Boston and New York line 
will run magnificent cars not unlike* 
those that are to i>e put in operation 
in the w'cst. The cars are being built 
by a car company In Indiana which 
will own and operate these just as the 
Pullman company owns and operates 
Its cars over the steam roads. 


The smallest of the sleeping cars will 
contain twenty bf^rths. The. compart­ 
ments for each pair of;l>ertlui are made 
by^^ropplng mahogany shutters similijir 
to those used in roll top. desto. These 
are draw'n out of .the sides and floor 
and dovetail, into each other when, up^ 
making a perfectly, rigid and firm wall 
with a- doon^i'ay. The upper berth la 
let down from the celling on the same 
principle as is used in the l^Ilman. 


Comfortable upholstered chairs, used 
in the day parlor car, will be combined 
to make the low^er berth bed. Two of 
tb c^ ciiairs are put face to face. By 
pressing a spring the arms spread out, 
the chalni then becoming one box 
spring mattress bed, four feet wide 
and seven feet long. 
Every modem 
convenience is to be provided for the 
passengers, even electric hair curlers 
for w'omen and electric cigar lighters 
for men. 
Each compartment will be 
ventilated separately, and windows 
will be raised and lowered by pressing 
a button. 


When the nights ride is over tlie 
framework of the compartments will 
be rolled Into the walls and Into the 
floor, the beds will be folded into 
diairs, and the car will be transformed 
into a vestibuled coach within half an 
hour. 


The combination sleeping and dining 
cars will have a ten foot apartment 
added t>etween the berths and the rear 
dressing room. Temporary tables will 
be placed between chain$. It is claim­ 
ed for the sleepérs that the sleeping 
conveniences wllf be superior to those 
used in the ordinary Pullman. 
The 
cost of lidlng. will be far less than the 
rates charged in tiie others. Pnring:a 
nighrs m n f rom Boston to New York 
it will be* po^ilble to obtain .nn entire 
compartment for $2. 
Single berths 
will cost $2, but two travelers occu­ 
pying the same compartment can get^ 
it for $1. 


Giving to the fact that there will be 
no cinders and dust will be obviated, 
the car wbndows of the sleeper may be 
left open all night. Over the Boston 
and New York electric line the cars 
will be run at about half the speed at­ 
tained by the steam roads. 


Each car will be .fifty to sixty-flve 
feet long and will cost $21,000. It will 
be . about two-thirds as heavy as the 
regulation Pullman steeper. The poi^er 
undee these sleepers will- be four mo­ 
tors, one to each axle, generating CQP 
horse power and capable of an ordi- 
naty rate of sixty miles an . hour. 


This new development of the trolley 
Is only a natural step in. the wonderful 
progress of electric transportation, and. 
in fact, has been foreshadowed by ex­ 
periments in both this , country and 
abroad. Few persons realise that it 
is only sixteen years since ^ e first 
**bnomstick” car i^;es given a trial.
